SECRETS OP THE WAR.

A Scathing Letter Written Midway
in tlie Rebellion.

\V» have obtained for publication,
the Philadelphia Inquirer, the fol-
ng highly interesting documents,

uniutr. nu important chapter in the
unw ritten history o" the war. The let¬
ter from General Hunter to Jell. Davis
was written some time ago, but retains
all its interest. Hunter and Davis were
long officers of the same regiment and
intimate friends.
GENEHAL llVXTEK TO PBESIDO'T

UAYIS.
Wasilinton, 20th September, 1802..

To Jefferson Davis, Titular President of
tiie so-called Confederate States..Sir :
.While recently in command of the
Department of the South, in accordance
with the laws of war and the dictates of
common sense, I organized and caused
to be drilled, armed and equipped a

regiment of enfranchised bondmen,known as the First .South Carolina Vol¬
unteers.
For this fiction, as 1 have ascertained

the pretended Govenment, of which you
are chief officer, has issued against nie
mid all of my officers who were engag¬ed in organizing the regiment in ques¬tion, a General Order of Outlawry,which announces that, if captured, we
shall not even he allowed the usual
miserable treatment extended to such
captives as fall into your hands, but
that wo are to be regarded as felons,and to receive the death by hanging due
to such, irrespective of l he laws of war.
Mr. Davis, we have lkeii acquaintedintimately in the past. We have cam¬

paigned together, and our social rela¬
tions havooeen such to make each un¬
derstand the other, thoroughly. That
you mean, if ever it ho in your power,
to execute the full rigor of your threat,
I am well assured; abd .you be-
nove my ysscrti on, thirl T,&h*nk jrcrttforbaling nilstnV in eotTnepttou \vlni me
and my acts this sharp nnd decisive
issue. *1 shall proudly accept, if such
be the chance of war, the martyrdom
you menace; and hereby give you no¬
tice that unless your General Order
against me andanv officers be formallyrevoked within thirty days from the
date of the transmission of this letter,
sent under llag of truce, I shall take
your action in the matter as filial, and
will reciprocate it by hanging everyKebel otucer who now is, or may here¬
after be taken prisoner by the troops of
the command to which T am about re¬
turning.

Believe me that I rejoice at the aspect
now being given to the war by the
course you have adopted. In my judg¬
ment, if the undoubted felony of trea¬
son had been treated from the outset as
it deserves to be, as the sum of all felo¬
nies and crimes, this rebellion, would
'never have attained its present niena-
jcing proportions. The war you and
your fellow-conspirators have been
waging against the United^States must
be regarded either as a war ofjustifiabledefense, carried oil for the integrity of
the boundaries of a sovereign Confede-
ration of States against foreign aggres-sion, or as the most wicked, enormous
and deliberately-planned conspiracyagainst human liberty and for the tri¬
umph of treason and slavery, of which
the records of the world's history con¬
tain any note.

If our government should adopt the
tirst view of the case, you and yourfellow-rebels may justly claim to be
considered a most unjustly treated bodyof disinterested patriots, Tilt hough, per¬haps, a little mistaken in vonr conni¬
vance with the thefts by which youragent, John B. Floyd* succeeded in
arming tlxe south and* partially disarm¬ing the north, as a preparative to the
commencement of the struggle.But if on the other hand, as is the
theory of our government, the war youliavo levied against the United States
be a rebellion, the most causeless,!crafty, cruel and bloody ever known, a
conspiracy, having the rule or ruin pol-icy for its basis, the plunder of the'
black race and the re-opening of the
African slavo trade for its object, the
continued aud further degradation of
190 per cent, of the white population of
the south in favor of a slave drivingten per cent, aristocracy, and the exclu¬
sion of all foreign born immigrantsfrom participation in the generous andequal hospitality foreshadowed to themin the Declaration of Independence,which three of my direct ancestors
signed; if this, as I believe, be a fair
statement of the origin and motives ofthe rebellion of which you are the titu¬lar head, then it would have been bet¬ter had our government adhered to theconstitutional view of treason from the
start, and hung every man token in
aruis against the United States, fromthe first butchery in the streets of Bal¬timore, down to the lost resultless battlefought in the vicinity of Sharpsburg.It treason, in other words, be anycrime, H is the essence of all crimes; avast machinery of guilt, multiplyingassassinations into wholesale slaugh¬ters, and organizing plunder as thebasis for supporting a system of na¬tional brigaudace. Your action, nudthat of those with whom you are inleague, has its best comment in thesympathy extended to your cause bythe despots and aristocracies of Europe.You have succeeded in throwing backcivilization for many years, ana havemade of the country that was the freeist,happiest, proudest, richest, and mostprogressive but two short years ago, avast temple of mourning, doubt, anxi¬ety. and privation, our manufactures ofall out war material nearly paralyzed,the inventive spirit which .was foreverdeveloping new resources destroyed,and our flag, that carried respect every¬where, now mocked by enemies who

think its glory tarnished, and tlrnt Its
power is soon to become a mere tradi¬
tion of the past.For all these results, Mr. Davis, ancl
for the three hundred thousand lives
already sacrificed on both Sides 111 the
war, some pouring out thou* Wood ?ntho battle-field, and othersfever-strick-
en, wasting away" to doatJi in
crowded hospitals, you and tho fellow
miscreantswho 'hftve been your ftsso-
ciates in this conspiracy are respondiblo.Qf.you"and them it may with truth be
said, thatif all tho innocciitblood which
ybu llftve spilled could be collected in
one pool, tne wholegovernment ofyourConfederacy might swim in fU,I am aware that this is not the lan¬
guage in which the prevailing etiquetteof our army is in the habit of consider¬
ing your conspiracy. It has come to
pass, through what instrumentalyesvon are best able to decide;.that trie
urcatest and worstcrime ever ajjawptednuain^i' the humdfi ,ftartily Ms Beoj1troutcd in certain quarters-as thoQyta it
were a mfcre error of'judgment on the
part of some gifted fn&nas; a thing to
be regretted of course, as causing more
or less disturbance to tho relations ol
amity and esteem heretofore existingbetween those charged with the repres¬sion of such eccentricities and the ec¬
centric actors; in fact as a slight politi-cal miscalculation or peeadillo, rather
than as au outrage involving .the deso¬
lation or a continent, and demaudiugtlie promptest and severest retribution
without the power of liumnn law.
For myself I have never been able to

take this view of the matter. During a
lifetime of active service, I have seen
the seeds of this conspiracy planted in
the rank soil of slavery, and the Upasgrowth watered by just such trlnklingsof a courtesy alike false to justice, ex¬
pediency and our eternal future. Had
we at an oarlier day commenced Jo call
things by their right names, and to
look at tho hideous features of slavery
with our ordinary common eyesightand common sense, instead of throughthe rose-colored glasses of supposed po¬litical expediency, there would be three
hundred thousand more men alive to¬
day on American soil, and our countrywould never for a moment have forfeit¬
ed her proud position as the highest ex¬
emplar of tho blessings.moral, intel¬
lectual and material.to be derived
from a free form of government.
Whether your intention of hanging

me and those of my staff, and other
officers who were engaged in organiz¬ing the FirstSouth Carolina volunteers,in case we are taken prisoners in bat¬
tle will bo likely to benefit your cause
or not, is a matter mainly for your ownconsideration. For us, our professionmakes the sacrifice of life a contingencyever present and always to be accepted;and although such u form of death as
vour order proposes, is not that to the
contemplation of which soldiers have
trained thcmsolves, I feel well assured,both for myself and those included in
irtv sentence, that we could die in no
manner inpro damaging to your abom¬inable rebellion and the abominable
institution which is its origin.
Tho South has already triedone hang¬ing experiment, but not with a success,

0110 would think, to encourage its repe¬tition. John Brown, who was well
known to mo in.in Kansas, and who
will bo know in npurociaUyo hiptcsry^SSme to load* it with curse*, once
entered Virginia with seventeen men
and an idea. The terror caused by the
presence of tills idea, and the dauntless
courage which prompted tho assertion
of his faith against all odds, 1 need not
now recall. The history is too familiar
and too painful. "Old Ossawatoiuie '

was caught and hung; his seventeen
men were killed, captured or dispersed,
and soveral of them shared his fate.
Portions of his skin wore tanned, I am
told, and circulated as rolics dear to
tho barbarity of tho sluveholding heart.
But more than a million ofarmed white
men, Mr. Davis, aro to-day marching
South, in practical acknowledgmentthey regard the hanging of threo years
aiso as tlie murder of a martyr; and astlToy march to a battle which has the
emancipation of all slaves as one oi
the most glorious results, his name is
on their lips; to the muBie of of his
memory their marching feet keep time;
and as they sling knapsacks, each one
becomes aware that he is an armed
apostle of the faith preached by him

" Who has gono to be a soldier
In the army of tho Lord!

I 11111 content, if such lie the will of
Providence, to ascend the scaffold made
sacred by the blood of this martyr; and
I rejoice" at every prospect of making
our struggle more earnest and inexora¬
ble 011 bofli sides; for the sharper tho
conflict tho soonor ended; the .morevigorous and remorseless the strife, the
loss blood must be shedinitoventually.
In conclusion, let mo assure you, that

I rejoice with my whole heart that your
order in my case, and that of my onl-
cers, if unrevoked, will untie our hands
for the future; and that we shall be
aMo to treat rebellion as it deserves,
and give to the felony of treason a
felon's dentil.
